On a strict 
basis of poinilatlon, Iridaiul la now 
considered to have liO more members 
In parllaiiieiit than she is entitled to, 
and that slie will lose only '^2 mem- 
bers under the new arrangeiiient la !i 
more favorable outcome than had 
been anticipated. The scheme, ncvor- 
theloas, will be fiercely oppoiied by 
both Liberals and Irishmen.

In Its denial of responsibility for the 
fate of the crew, the.cpmpony.asserts that 
the men knew that a "stMti'Sof ^var existed 
when they signed atlcles, and that the 
vessel would pass through seas patrolled 
by wunshlps, and that tliey wore therefore 
liable to lie subjected to the experiences 
which llnally overtook them. It Is contend- 
ed, however, that the master ot the vessel 
provided the men with all the comforts 
necessary to their welfare while the ship 
liiy frozen In the Ice, and that In so ,dolng 
Itfulflled all Its obUgatlohs to the crew.

The Qaeen City brought news Oiat the 
Bettlera and Indians of the Quatslno dis- 
trict were delighted because of the seizure 
of the Seattle gasoline schooner North by 
the Canadian revenue cutter Kestrel, 
which capturi'd the poacher wltliin ter- 
ritorial waters in the mouth of yuutsino 
sound. 

Officers ot the steamer report that a'' 
the coast settlements from Albernl to 
Quatfjlno were much Interested In the poli- 
tical campaign now being waged in Al- 
bernl district. Messrs. .Mansou (Conserva- 
tive eaudldute) and Saunders were jias- 
sengera to and from Quatslno by the 
steamer, nnd during the vessel's stay a 
rousing meeting was held. Addresses 
were nmile to the electors at dirferent 
ports, and the outlook for Mr. Mansou's re- 
turn was bright. 

Mr. Grant of this city, who has been 
visiting the June group, was a passenger 
from Quatslno. On the northern trip the 
steamer had as pa.sspuger« S. Price, of the 
iron company recently formed at Se.-u.;.'.

Depot 
Harbor, the terminus of a railway now 
owned by the Grand Trunk, has had 
an appropriation of $100,000 in two 
years. The bill for Goderich is 
$70,000 this year, following $19,000 
spent out of last year's estimates. 
Fojr.. Improveiiienta on the northern 
steamboat "channel at Little Current, 
In Georgian Bay, $25,000 was voted 
and expended last year, and the min- 
ister Is asking for $50,000 more. Mea- 
lord got $28,000 last year, and this 
year $66,000. The cost of Midland la 
$27,000. Osven Sound's two year's 
bills are $28,000 and $10,000. Port 
Biirwell is down for $50,000 this year, 
and Port Stanley for $70,000, with

This extraordinary power Is given to 
an elected court, soualtlve to the smaU 
and Irrcsponsllile body of men who put 
Its members In office, without nuthorltv 
to take evidence under oath— to sumnnii 
wltnc8.scs or compel their attendance; It 
hears whatever may be offered to It In 
the way of evidence; dctcrmlnoe what ore 
and what arc not offences; nnd Inflicts 
what !t considers suitable penalties, rang- 
ing from simple censure to taking away 
'tlie defendant's means of earning a liveli- 
hood. 

An ordinary Individual accused of an of- 
fence Is arraigned before a court held In 
the ncdghborhood In which he resides; 
while he la assured of protection from In- 
jnstlce. But a surTcyor can be forced to 
go to Victoria from the most remote cor- 
ner of this province to defend himself, 
rresumably he mii.'st pnv his own expenses 
and those of his wltne.';ses.

On the water's edge, a hundred 
yards away, a landing-stage anil boat 
house are being erected; and It is 
intended to have amongst the many 
amusements a reiiroductlon ot the 
famous Karlscourt water chute — that 
world-famous attraction of never- 
failing excitement so iiopiilar " at 
home." 

It Is Intended to provide a number 
of the light river rowing boats and 
canoes such as ;ire in use on the 
Thames, and possibly the daintily- 
cushioned rlyer punt so dear to .the 
heart ot the athletic water-loving fair, 
will not be an unknown feature here, 
as the water Is sufficiently sliallow to 
allow of this graceful exercise so 
popular amongst English women. 

'The park Is 20 acres In extent and 
thickly wooded. The new structures 
are being located upon ti promontory 
which juts out Into the lagoon, on 
the one side facing the opposite sIkm'o 
about half a mile away, anil on the 
other backed by the same e.stuary In 
a little bay almost landlocked, shaded 
with a mass of overhanging foliage 
and bordered with greensward In 
natural lawns. It Is contemplated to 
bridge the entrance to this' dandi 
locked bay, giving space thereon to 
watch the boating, and likewise giv- 
ing access to the wild land beyond. 
Another trail Is in course of construc- 
tion which will complete the circuit 
of the park, through which seats and 
swings, convenient for youth and age, 
will be liberally provided. 

The view from this clearing In the 
bush gives towards the northeast and 
faces a lovely piece of hindscape, 
which reminds one of the J'^higll.sti 
lakeland, and Is skirted by a turn ot 
the Gorge road where it apiiroachpa 
Cralgflower bridge and the road to 
Coldstream. 

For the darker evenings a profusion 
of electrlC' • lamps will supplant the 
daylight and supplement tho moon.

tJtxn-K'e !">. Collins, tlie San Francisco 
lawyer, wlio tied from Sau Francisco 
liy takiii,i; an automobile from his boiiie 
in tile early mornin.i: to ii launch wait- 
ing ou San I'Yauoisco liay, whence lie 
went to Sacramento, where he and his 
wife boarded a train for the north en 
route to Victoria, and who was arrest- 
ed here on a warrant issueil at the in- 
stanee of the San Framdsco polii'i? 
through Chief Laiiijley, (diar^'iiit; per- 
jury, applied to Mr. .lustico Lanipiimti 
yesterday throuKb H. 1). Heinicken, Iv. 
C, to discharge liiiu from custody, as 
the warrant upon wliieli he was arrested 
was defective. 

Mr. Frank Higgius, who was retained 
to reiiresent the San Friuicis<.'o p<ilieo 
authorities, applied for a remand for a 
week, -when the case was liroin;lit before 
Mr. .rustiue Lainpmau yesterday morn 
ing. 

All adjournment was taken until tlie 
afternoon, when Mr. Ilelmekcii and his 
(dient came witli an armload of legal 
lore, and proeeeded to take exception to 
tho suinciency of the warrant. 

Collins was iiorniitted by the court to 
mnko an address in his oww behalf, and 
Mr. Helmeken raised many objections, 
<'ontoiidin^ the xvarrant was dofeetive 
because it oniittiHl tlie word "wilful' 
its statement of tho allcge<l crime, that 
it did not show the alleged .perjury bad 
been committed before a court having 
jurisdiction or tliat accused had been on 
oath, or, as is necessary under the laws 
of California, liut not under those of 
Canada, to show that tiie alleged per- 
jury was mhterial to the adjudication ot 
the cause. 

Mr. Higgins pointed out that in an 
extradition case a detailed statement of 
tho offence was not necessary, and quot- 
ed authorities to tliis end. .Tudge Lamp- 
ttnan remaiwled Collins for six days, until 
the lOtli iiist.. to allow of otileials und 
witiie.s.'ses for the trial of tlio ease to 
arrive from San Francisco. Chief Lang- 
ley telegraiilied to Chief Dinan of San 
Francisco last night asking him to send 
his witnesses to Victoria. 

Mr. Helmeken. in openinj,' his defence, 
said the court could (luasli the warrant 
it had issued ou being shown that tlu? 
information it was based iuhmi was not 
suiricient. The inforiniition. which was 
that of Chief of Police .loliu .M. l.aug^ 
ley, was that tlie accused was suspected 
of having committed perjury luider sec- 
tion lis of the penal code of Onlifornia. 
The information, he contended, was 
wholly insullicieiit. He (pioted from the 
ease of the Peojile vs. Tiirnor. a Califor- 
iiirui case in wliicli perjury was charged, 
in which the prosecution had failed be- 
cause of the iiisulMcicney of the iiiformn- 
lion, wliich did not state the perjury was 
wilful. The wilfulness of the false 
swearing must be iiroveii. It was not 
siillicient to swear that tlio perjury wa.i 
falsely, feloniously and maliciously eoni- 
niilted; wilfulness :::ust also bo shown. 
He (juoted from Tasclieraii to show an 
indictment had beeu dismissed because 
the word feloniously had been used in- 
stead of wilfully. The omission of the 
word wilful, Mr. Helmeken contended, 
was fatal to the -warrant. After ((uotiug 
several Californinn <'aseB he asked that 
tho charge against Collins be dismissed. 

Then .Nfr. Helmeken said his client 
was a iiuimlKU' of the Californian bar. 
anil asked tlie I'ourt to bear liiiii. af he 
would endeavor to make the c-ise clear. 
Mr, .riistiee I.ainpman expressed willim:- 
ness ami Collins addressed 'be i-oiirt. lie 
said that where an olTeiici' eharu'cd is an 
olTeiiee a;.'ainst tln' ex t riidit in n law il is 
necessary to <lio\\- the nITeiiei' to lie (Uie 
ajrainsl the l.-iws nf both stales, and il 
therefore lieeomes iieeessary fur an un- 
derstanding of the law of perjury in 
California. If the offence did not con- 
stitute pujjury under the laws of Cali- 
fornia it was not punishable in Canada. 
He quoted the case of I'l'oide vs. Tur- 
ner in Gaiifornia ami w-eiii on to show 
lliat the charge of perjury in tlio south- 
ern state must be ciiargeil as wilful, in 
the iiiforniatioii before .Mr. .Iiistice 
l.ampman no attempt is made to chariie 
Ibis statement allo:_'eil lo have been 
made liy him as wilfully made. True! 
the warrant reads that the stnleiiieiii 
was feloniously and falsely made, but 
not wilfully. Till' Siiiireme courl of Cal- 
ifiiriii.-i in the c-ise of I'eiiple vs. Turner 
■<tated that perjury must bo wilful. The 
extradition law, he held, went deep; 
rigiit to tho base of the substance of the 
offence. He held tho olTenee I'barged 
did not constitute perjury aci nrdinu' to 
Iho laws of California, and ilc'refore 
was not an ofFence williiii lln' jmrview 
of the extradition law, bhirl heriron', 
he said, there can be no perjury aceord- 
iu^' lo Californian law unless Ihe state- 
iiienl alh'L'ed to lie falsely made is Pia- 
lerial lo Ihe ease. While it is not neccB- 
sary in Canadiau law to show that per- 
jury is iiialerial, it is in California, and 
if .-I false slalenu'iit was irrelevant it 
would not constitute perjury in Cali- 
formii, although it iiiiglit in Camilla. 
Further no assignment of jierjury was 
made in the information upon whlcli the 
warrant tor his an-est was based, nor 
was it shown that tho alleged perjury 
was made •before n court having jurisdic- 
tion. Information as to whether he had 
been sworn was also omitted, and again, 
the information upon w-liieh tlie war- 
rant was based, merely slate<l that lie, 
Collins, knew tho statement allo^jed to 
have hei'ii falsely made to be false- — it 
w-ns not an allegalion of perjiir,v, Xo at- 
lempl was made lo show tbs slalciuriit 
was false, but that he know it to lie 
feloniously false. The information was 
based upon leleirrapliic information from 
iSan l''raneisco. sworn I,; by the local 
chief of police, and did not show the 
jurisdiclion of the i-onrt, or wliellier lie, 
(^olliiis, had heen sworn, whether tho 
statement was. -material .to the.-case, and 
he argued that the warrant for the rea- 
."<ons shown was void. He idled a case 
in the Californian law records in which 
a person for -wliom a warrant was 
souglit for murder had been released on 
it beiiii; shown that the inforniatioii up- 
on wliicli the warrant was secured was 
given on Ihe olllcor having sworn tliat it 
was his opinion the eriiiio had lieep eoni- 
mitteil. and so in lliis case, he .argued, 
the w.lrraiit was both insnllicieiit ami 
defectivi?. 

Afr. Frank Hi.trgin.s, npiiearing for the 
San I'Viiiicisco authorities, said he had 
an authority which he could (piote in 
tlio ease of a Swiss for wliose arrest and 
extradition a warrant had lieea seenriMl 
on a cliargi; bciiriiig upon bankruptcy

proceedings. In that case it was shown 
tliat it was not uecesstary to go into the 
particulars of the oIEence. It was sufll-< 
K'ieut to specialize the crime alleged. It 
was clear that the warrant must spe- 
cialize tlie eriiiio, crimes for which an 
accused could he extradited were in two 
classes, those which could 1n' described 
and tliose wliicli <'oiild not, unless at 
length. The law authorised a geiierai 
description of the offence. I'"or the jiiir- 
pose of tlie presoiil prosecution it was 
sulllcieiit to nll(';;e perjury in the war- 
rant; that w-as all that was ne<-essary. 

Judge Lampmaii sai<l lio would grant 
a remand. .Vccused and his <'oiinsel had 
argued tliat it was necessary to liriiig 
siicli allegations as could secure convic- 
tion under tlie laws of California. .Mr. 
Higgins' authority had been snllicient to 
show lie had jurisdiction if tiie case was 
proceeded with and that the warrant 
%va8 ^ufllcicut. He thought eight days 
a little long to remand the case, how- 
ever. A remand was finally given for 
six' days, Mr. Helmeken sought to have 
an arrangement made to allow of Col- 
lins being allowed to remain at liis hotel 
-svitli a special olllcer, wlio:;'c expenses 
would be paid by accused. It was linal- 
ly arranged, by perniis.sion of Cliief 
liiingiey, that lie could be given Ills 
freedom in the d;iy time, but would be 
taken into eiistcMlv of tlie city police 
»t niglitfall. 

("olliiis is indignant iieeause of tlio 
proeeodiiigs taken against liim, wdiicb. 
he says, is due to the <-onspiracy against 
liini nt .San Fraiudsco. lie says the in- 
dictment was .secured al San I'^rancisco 
in the first instance because the jiid.u'O 
who presided over the grand jury at San 
Francisco was a man wlio was anxious 
to ruin him because he had the judge im- 
peached before the governor of the state 
for conduct unbecoming to tlie bemdi. 
tJtlior judges were opposed to him, one 
because of aid agoiiisiii aroused liy his 
having taken Ihe Judge to task in the in- 
terest of a I'lient and another iieeause lie 
had niiset many of his ik'cisions on a))- 
peal. Tli"n again ho had iueurred tlie 
eaeniity of many powerful iioliticiaua 
because of liis support of the Scdimidt 
administration in San Francisco. The 
Iiress of San Francisco, as he' slated, 
was banded to hound him. and iio felt 
that a jury free from tlie inlluences of 
his enemies could not lie .lecnred at San 
Francisco, so hud escaped. He consid- 
ered that he could not get justice, and 
bad he remained ne would have been 
railroaded to the penitentiary. 

Collins, it seems, tied from San i<'ran- 
ciseo ou Friday night in tho darkness. 
Ills absence was not discovered by ths 
San Francisco authorities until the fol- 
lowing .Monday afternoon, when his ease 
was called in tlie Sau Francisco cuurt. 
The San Francisco Call of 'I'ucsday 
"Worsted in every point of a de- 
fence which liad been unusual in tin? 
nuiiilier and nature of technicalities tli.-it 
t lia^ pi-ndueeil, aiiil sci'iii;: an ultiuialo 
b'fc-it alii'.-id, uiih a term in Ihe peiii- 
tonliaiy as the liiial piiiiisliiiicnt, Col- 
lin-< evidi'iilly feared to face the actual 
trial, and lu-iore niie man of the jury had 
bi-eii selected he stole away with the i.no 
he loved in a little launeli, lauded iMiiie- 
wlu-re ou tho waterfront of Uaklund. 
purchased two tickets at the Sixteenth 
street .station and boarded the first train 
for .Sucranieuo. His llijsht was a com- 
plete surprise." 

Of the scene in court when Coilius' 
escape was discovered, the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner of Tuesday says: 

"'riio anuouueemeut of his llight be- 
came known al 2 o'clock, wheu the trial 
was about to be resumed before Super- 
ior .Indge Thomas .1. Lenuon. It was 
whispered aliout tho court room lieforo 
courl coiivimed lliat a sensation was 
about to break. The crowd of sjiectators 
had iiiipal ienlly w aited for tlie nrrn al 
of the central ligure ill the Iragie domes- 
tic drama. As the' croaking hinges of 
the coun rooiii duor told of the arrival 
of some iK'w spis'tator, necks were 
craned in the expectation that Collins, 
his bride, formerly .Miss .McCurdy, and 
his molber-iu-law, Mrs. Sarah Mc- 
Curdy, had at last come. They were 
disappointed, .fudge I^ennon was pacitig 
the lloor of his cliambers impatiently. 
Ho did not know tlie reason for tlie de- 
lay. He did not even inquire. At ten 
minutes after the appointed hour he took 
his seat upon the bench. 

"Once he looked up to scan the crowd- 
ed room and then, turning to the caleii- 
dur, called the ea.ie of the I'eople vs. 
Collins. I'or a second there was no re- 
sponse, but .•\tturney Thomas F. O'Con- 
nor, who had lieeu forced into the case 
by tho iieromytury order of thai court, 
rose to his feel. 

" "1 would ask the court's indulgeiu'e 

for a mill it,' he said'. 'Mr. Collins i.'^ 

not liere as yet.' 

".Again tlieri^ was an ominous silenee. 
.Iiidgo I.eimon did not reply to tlie de- 
mand of tlie attorney. He liiMjered his 
pen nervously for a minute and then, 
•addressing Olerfc J. J. Oroom, ite direct- 
ed that a bench warrant bo issued for 
the defendant. The proceedings after 
that ran raiiidly. 

"The district attorney was anxious to 
leani from some one the avenue of es- 
cape Collins liad seleetcd. and there was 
a liiinning lire of qiiestionH and cniKS- 
i|iiestioiis in wliich both the court and 
the distrii't attorney took part. 

" 'Issue a lieiieli warrant for tho de- 
fendant,' directed the court. 

"'Do yoii know where he is?' Hying- 
lon asked' O'Connor. 

" 'I liaven'i the sliglitosl idea,' re- 
plied ( )'( 'oumir. 

" 'Issue ;: lieiic'i warrant without 
bail,' again ordered the courl. i 
" 'Issue bench warrants for Mrs. Mc-

Portland is a city rcKiilarly laid out, 
iiltiiated ou both sides ot the WllammPtte 
river, ten miles from lis Junction with 
the Columbia, Tho business part of the 
city seems somewhat crowded, the slrectt, 
a little narrow and the hiilUllngti very r- 
regnlar la deslu'ii and In height, liut tlie 
residential (dty Is beautiful, for Its trees, 
high and shady, often overarching I. he 
streets. In this respect Portland Is lU;i' 
some of our Knstorii eltlee, beautiful for 
Its wide und well kept lawns, open to the 
sl,.,,,,t_.Tmi lieautlful for its profnsloa of 
roses— roues every-where— row.s of taeiii 
k-rowdng sometimes batween the sidewalk

The fair grounds are probably the llnest

Of the forelirn e.xhildts. those of .Tap.in, 
f!eriiuiiiv, Austria, Turkey and India ere 
the largest. .lapiiiiese porcelains, nei'd'e 
work and bronzes arc here In pro.'iisloii. 
There are luagnllleeiit vases and Jars "f 
elolsomie ware—one vnliied at $l!.0'>o. six 
feet high, another of gieal value iiihi 
beauty Is oriiamenti'd wlili liixiii-^niit 
branches ot cherry bIo.ssoiiis. One sllk- 
embrnldered four-leaved screen Is vahied 
at $1,000. , , . 

Inllo shows much carved wood work of 
great heniitv, also mneh fine embossed 
brass goods. Italy dl■ll^dlts the visitor 
with her dellcdUdy beautiful mosaic Je-\v- 
elry and cameos. Anstrlu has iiiiaiitltles 
of tho-exqulsito Bohemian glass. And all 
these .foreign ■ exhibits arc furiilshed with 
numerous attendants, who perHlsloiitly soli- 
cit the taitroimge of the visitors, I'roni 
tlielr point of view It l.l not an e.vlilldl Ion, 
but a great "sale of work." Indeed Ibis 
class of people abound at every turn of 
the fair, and all provided ■^^Mtll those ter- 
rible niegaphones. from the men In tlieir 
booths and shops near the entrance.
